Winnipeg Wheat Conference. 

Ottawa, December 9.— (C.U.P.)— 
The international wheat conference 
in Winnipeg next week is consid 
ered here to be a meeting of para 
mount importance. 

The wheat problem ranks with 
the railways and national defence 
as major issues for the next par- 
liament, starting January 12, and 
any decisions reached at the Win 
nipeg parley will carry considerable 
weight in any debate in the Com- 
mons. 

The Canadian farmer and urban 
dweller are both vitally concerned 
with the growing of wheat. Every 
one in the Dominion is in the wheat 
business whether they like it or' 
not. While the prairie farmer har- 
vested a good crop this year and 
is being paid 80 cents a bushel for 
No. 1 northern at Fort William, the 
Government is losing more than 20 
cents a bushel because of this guar, 
anteed price and the fact world 
wheat prices are flirting with the 
59-cent-a-bushel mark. 

»*• - 

International Fixed Price. 

It is generally conceded that the 
fixed price saved the west this year 
but in the saving process the rest 
of the Dominion paid for it through 
the Dominion Treasury to the tune 
of about $45,000,000. 

Agricultural authorities here 
clearly see that this situation can- 
not continue and some express the 
hope that a solution might be found 
in the establishment of a minimum 
international price for wheat. 

This would provide a stable price 
and render the export farmer inde- 
pendent of the political uncertain- 
ties of public support and the price 
fluctuations in the world market. 
There is no chance the Winnipeg 
conference could establish such a 
price, but the groundwork may be 
laid for an international fixed price 
structure in the wheat trade.' 

Failing this, there is an opinion 
in some informed circles here, that 
the only alternative is a radical re- 
vision of Canadian agricultural 
policy in the west. They feel that 
the wheat question cannot continue 
much longer in the critical stage in 
which it has existed for the past 
eight years. 

•> * * 
U.S. Dumping? 

While Government officials here 
said they were unconcerned about 
the recent sale of 20,000,000 bushels 
of United Stales wheat to Britain, 
some members are looking into the 
transaction to determine if the loss 
of the six-cent-a-bushel wheat pre- 
ference had anything to do with the 
matter. 

It is believed that the U.S. wheat 
was sold at a much lower price than 
that offered by Canadian exporters 
but questions likely will be asked 
early in the session about this deal 
and Agriculture Minister Gardiner 
■will be requested to inform the 
house why Canada did not get the 
business.

Dean Clarke Uses Phonograph 
To Illustrate Brahms Concerto 

Records From Newly Arrived Carnegie Collection 
Played — Plans for Music Room Donated by 
Generous Friend Announced 



One of Brahms' little known con- 
certos, but nevertheless one of his 
best, the first piano concerto in D 
Minor will be the subject of Dean 
Clarke's lecture today at 5 o'clock 
in the Conservatorium. 

This concerto, which is famous 
for the beauty of its melody and 
the delicate way in which the 
themes are interwoven, will be 
played on Sunday by the Montreal 
Orchestra. Beveridge Webster, the 
young American pianist, who once 
before played in Montreal and was 
then accorded an enthusiastic re- 
ception, will be -the soloist. Dean 
Clarke will play the various themes 
on the piano, and show how they 
are connected, and then the whole 
work will be played on the new 
Carnegie phonograph. This phono- 
graph, which is a gift of the Car- 
negie Corporation, is the only one 
which belongs to a Canadian uni- 
versity, and in fact there are very- 
few like it in Canada. It is par- 
ticularly suited for large audiences, 
and is unusual because of the amaz- 



ing beauty and clarity of its tone. 

The recordings of the Brahms' 
concerto are also a part of the Car 
negie Collection, and magnificent 
plans have been made for the hous- 
ing of it. A generous friend is pro- 
viding the comfortable music room, 
already nicknamed "Carnegie Hall," 
located in what used to be Dean 
Clarke's study,- which is now being 
remodelled. A new ceiling is be- 
ing put up below the old one to 
improve the acoustical effect, and 
a fireplace is reputedly being in- 
stalled. At today's meeting plans 
for the use of this room will be 
drawn up, and the reorganization of 
the Music Club will be started. 

These lectures, which are given 
by Dean Clarke every two weeks, 
are planned to acquaint students 
with the works which the Montreal 
Symphony Orchestra is going to 
play that week. So far, they have 
proved very popular, as over two 
hundred students usually attend. 
Students of all faculties interested 
in music may attend.

The speaker at the Chapel 
Service in Divinity Hall at 7.30 
will be Mr. Alex Grant, general 
secretary of the S.C.M. Follow- 
ing the service, Mrs. McLeod, 
an artist herself, will describe 
the work of the group which 
founded the first Canadian 
School of Art. 

The "Group of Seven" were 
commercial artists who banded 
together to sketch and paint. 
They joined in many exhibitions 
of art, bringing to them ideas 
radically different from those 
of their Canadian forerunners. 
They broke away from the styles 
of Europe, setting out to paint 
"Canadian". When the group dis- 
banded in 1933, after several years 
together, they left a large fol- 
lowing of artists who had been 
influenced by their work. It 
was in this manner that they 
founded ihe first Canadian 
school of art, which was not a 
mere copy of the European me- 
thod but had a thought and life 
of its own.

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A Course on French- 
Canadian Culture 



^BOUT a year ago we suggested in this 
column that a course on French-Can- 
ada be established. We pointed out at the 
time that such a course would contribute 
greatly to the value of a university educa- 
tion. 

As the situation stands at present most 
students remain unfamiliar with the culture 
and language of the majority of the popu- 
lation in this province. Many are surprised 
to discover that the French-Canadians have 
a literature of their own. 

This situation has had disastrous con- 
sequences in the political field. Alien ele- 
ments are spreading anti-democratic pro- 
gaganda daily among the French-Canadians 
to the effect that democracy is an "English" 
institution hostile to the spirit of the 
French. ~ 

When the English-speaking people 
identify the French-Canadians at large with 
undemocratic ideas, they thereby play into 
the hands of these alien elements. Anyone 
who has had real contact with the average 
French-Canadian knows that he is in- 
tensely devoted to his democratic rights. 

How can the present misunderstanding 
be ended? A great contribution would be 
made if a university course on French Can- 
ada were inaugurated. Such a subject 
might well take the lines of the course now 
presented by the French department on the 
history, culture and institutions of Modern 
France. 

In addition to its general advantages, 
such a course would have a monetary value 
for those students whose later business or 
professional activity will bring them into 
direct contact with French-Canadians. 

Some will doubt whether there are suf- 
. ficient students interested in this addition 
to the curriculum. Their doubts will be re- 
moved if they examine an extra-curricular 
activity now being conducted voluntarily by 
students — the French-English Commission 
sponsored by the Canadian Student Assem- 
bly. Here, students from McGill and the U. 
of M. meet to discuss common interests. 
Another oustanding example is the recent 
establishment by students in the Depart- 
ment of Education of a French conversa- 
tion group.

Get Organized 

JN April of each year students about to face 
their examinations bemoan the fact that 
they have done little real studying through- 
out the college term. There are few who 
do not find themselves in this situation and 
there are few who do not spend the sum- 
mer months that follow in formulating 
study programs for the next fall. 

Nevertheless every December, partici- 
,tion in too many activities is making 
many students nervous about their studies. 
Freshmen, who have not faced the ordeal 
pf May, and Sophomores, who have suc- 
cessfully weathered one year, are perhaps 
unable to see the danger of their position. 
.Whether the situation is recognized or not 
it exists, and last minute plugging is not the 
most satisfactory solution. 

Our advice then is:— get organized! 
Get started early on the work that you have 
and keep at is systematically. You need not 
.become a hermit, but try at least to get 
acquainted with your books, 




Lit Crit 

By Cryptic 



MAXWELL ANDERSON. 

When Eugene O'Neill slipped in the mys- 
tical mud and hid his face (masks and all) from 
the American people, there was one other Am- 
erican playwright who came up from second 
place to become the standard-bearer of the Am- 
erican theatre. This writer is Maxwell Ander- 
son, Jack of Prose and Poetry Cand master of 
neither). For volume alone, he would occupy 
a front position among dramatists, but it is more 
than this prolificity that constitutes his import- 
ance; it is his attempt to dramatize contempor- 
ary ideas 'and problems. 

Anderson first became known during the 
war when he was twice fired for holding paci- 
fist and pro-German views (these terms were 
synonymous in 1914-18). Six years after the 
Armistice (those two minutes in November 
when munition factories stop work), Anderson 
came forward with WHAT PRICE GLORY, in 
collaboration with Lawrence Stallings. This 
play introduced Captain Flagg and Sergeant 
Quirt to posterity. What did the play say? Oh 
yes, war is a brawl for a worthless pride in 
which the stakes are life. The players are sol- 
diers—only good for brawling— and uncivilized 
even on Sundays. Flagg is the forerunner of all 
the rebel heroes who are to come: ' Morgan, 
Oklahoma, Gypsy, Bothwell, Essex, Mio, and 
others. He is the good egg with anarchistic 
tendencies. 

Aside from this characteristic, Anderson 
reveals two other main ones. First, he confuses 
the ideas with which he is dealing, or, we could 
say, lacks clarity in presentation. Now WHAT 
PRICE GLORY is an anti-war play, but not 
once do we have the question. Why war? What 
am I fighting for? War is taken for granted. 
"When they tell you to die, you have to do it, 
even if you are a better man than they are," 
says Flagg. A second characteristic is Ander- 
son's use of poetry, ' blank verse (sometimes 
blank thoughts too!) which he has employed 
in most of his plays and has developed to a 
high degree of perfection. 

QUESTION BOX. 

You might inquire how one can criticize 
an author on these points. It is the divine right 
of the author to do what he likes with his 
themes and characters. Then I say, Down with 
the divine right. If an author wants to discuss 
petty trivalitles, then he may do so in as many 
ways as there are synonyms for the word trash. 
No one can stop him— but I for one will not 
read him, or even look at the illustrations in his 
book. When an author writes about modern 
problems, then, he must be clear on what these 
problems are, and not turn romantic or melo- 
dramatic. More power to Anderson for delving 
into vigourous art; but at the same time, I must 
call attention to the errors he makes. 

It is impossible in this brief space to analyze 
Anderson fully. I am only attempting to show 
how the main features of this man's work are 
developed in some of his plays. A few, such 
as SATURDAY'S CHILDREN, mainly demon- 
state that Andersbn is technically capable, as 
well as that he admired the rebel-anarchist. 
Others, as ELIZABETH THE QUEEN and 
MARY OF SCOTLAND, are experiments in 
peotic drama which strengthened Anderson's 
mastery of the style. 

In the late twenties, along with Harold 
Hickerson, Anderson tackled a major, contem- 
porary problem— the Saccho-Vanzetti case. The 
result was one of his best plays, GODS OF THE 
LIGHTNING. An analysis of this famous case 
reveals that the injustice done to Saccho-Van- 
zetti was not a personal retribution on the part 
of the law, but was the "true justice" of the 
ruling classes to the toiling classes. This. fact 
is the crux and strength of the situation, as 
Saccho and Vanzetti themselves realized, but 
Anderson saw the trial as a problem of Indivi- 
duals in an unjust law case, and thereby con- 
fused the real issue. 

NIGHT OVER TAOS (and over some of the 
audience) deals with Mexico in 1847, and the 
overthrow of an outworn social order by a 
modern industrial democracy. Contrary to the 
actual facts, Anderson has the representative 
of the old order convinced of the "truth", and 
makes him resign. How jollyl Will you have 
lemon with your tea? Again In BOTH YOUR 
HOUSES (a title which was prophetic of the 
length of its Broadway run) instead of being 
concerned with the meaning of government, 
Anderson accepts the whole order, and is very 
worried (oh, extremely so!) over the corrup- 
tion of the government officials. From NIGHT 
OVER TAOS to night over Anderson, might be 
an ,apt description of this period. 

. THOSE TWO MEN AGAIN: WINTERSET. 

The playwright is not satisfied. The memory 
of two murdered men still haunts' him. The 
theme of social injustice creeps again into his 
brain. He shakes, the looseness of a poor period 
to return to Saccho-Vanzetti, and produces 
WINTERSET. This is a well-done play, in 
which Anderson is fairly conscious of what is 
happening. Mio, son of the murdered man re- 
presenting both Saccho and Vanzetti, returns to 
find justice for his father. He asks, 

Will you tell me how a man's 

to live and face his life, if he can't believe 

and truth's like a fire, 

and will burn through and be seen, 

though it take all the years there are. 

The play works up beautifully to the end 
of the second act, when we finally discover that 
Mio's father was "framed." But Mio has fallen 
in love with Miriamme, so he hangs around in 
a lopsided third act to talk to her when his 
life is in danger; then, too late to save himself, 
he goes out and is killed. Miriamme defies the 
machine-gun which killed Mio to kill her. The 
gun, which is a well-made, handsome instru- 
ment, is kind enough to oblige. Miriammo's 
father dithers some nonsense over the pile of 
bodies, and the curtain falls from sheer exhaus- 
tion. 

Now what happened when Mio found that 
Miriamme was related , to one of the gangsters 
who performed the crime for which his father 
was electrocuted? He says, "I lost my taste for 
revenge if it falls on you." But Mio didn't want 
revenge; he himself said, , 



.... how is a man 

to live and face his life if he can't believe 
and truth life a fire. 
Mio wanted this fire, this truth of the social 
injustice to spread over the world. The idea 
of personal revenge belittles and confuses the 
idea. Again, Mio says, 

Miriamme, if you love me, teach me 
how to live and forget to hate. 

Miriamme: He would have forgiven. 
Mio: He? 

Miriamme: Your father. 
Forgiven his murders! Vanzetti said, "I don't 
forgive any murderers. It would be to betray 
my beloved ones, my ideas, my comrades, the 
best of mankind, all the future generations, and 
myself." 

And Anderson sayst I 

COME INTO THE FOREST. 

The playwright Anderson has courageously 
tackled real problems, but he does not under- 
stand them. In his later works, there are many 
revelations of the author's disturbance over 
what is happening today: the downfall of the 
decaying Habsburgs, a decrying of race pre- 
judice, a satire on modern commercialism,' and 
several other modern themes alluded to, or 
written about as a central core. These are only 
indications of an author's fight to a position in 
this world. They show the battering of an in- 
dividual trying to find a meaning for art today. 
But Anderson has not come out of the forest 
yet He is still muddled about the major is- 
sues today. When and if he does see them clear- 
ly, he will pass his days of groping and come 
out as a clear voice in the forefront of people 
marching to a better world. 



MUSIC 



ORREA PERNEL IN RECITAL. 

The second concert of the current Wednes- 
day Nine O'Clocks marked the appearance of 
the young English violinist, Orrea Pernel. An 
exceedingly well-balanced program was chosen, 
one which displayed more true artistry than 
superficial technique. As usual, the meatiest 
part of the program came in the first group, 
consisting of three sonatas by Tartini, Mozart, 
and Bax. Each of these works are of an entirely 
different style, and are representative of three 
distinct periods of musical history. 

Giuseppi Tartini shared with Corelli the 
honor of being a violin pioneer. He united 
Corelli's finished style with more vigor, passion 
and daring, and at the same time, he develop- 
ed a far more advanced technique in handling 
embellishments, rapid passages, and double 
stopping. Of Tartlni's sonatas, the best known 
is the "Devil's Trill", partly, no doubt, because 
of the fantastic story attached to It. In this 
work, Miss Pernel's tone did not possess quite 
the necessary warmth; her vibrato being rather 
small, it lacked intensity. 

However, in the Mozart and Bax sonatos, 
her' style and fine taste were ever to the fore. 
She showed a good perception of tone, especially 
in the last movement of the Mozart sonata, 
where the colouring was most beautiful. The 
sonato in B flat was a rare wealth of character- 
istic Mozartian melody of the best kind. The 
composer has written very skilfully for both 
instruments, easily bringing out their essential 
character. As regards the last movement, one 
critic writes: "In the final Rondo is found one 
of those strokes of genius met only in the work 
of great composers. The subject, in 3-8 time de- 
velops In the usual manner till an unexpected 
pause halts its progress, and the time changes 
to 4-4. Violin and piano join In amicable gos- 
sip, chattering away till recalled to their duty, 
they resume the main theme, and conclude it 
in dashing style." 

The third sonato of Arnold Bax proved a 
highly interesting work, which deserves more 
frequent hearing. Compared with his first son- 
ata, his material in the present work was used 
more economically. This fact probably account- 
ed for its greater success in performance. Be- 
sides its inherent warmth, the composer has 
shown a good command of the instrument, which 
was brought out admirably by Miss Pernel, and 
her pianist, Brooks Smith. The exotic effect of 
the second movement by the oscillating use of 
chromaticism together with nearly every device 
in violin technique— harmonics, pizzicato, pon- 
ticello, double-stopping, and so forth has made 
it exceedingly brilliant and effective. 

The piece de resistance of all violin virtousi 
is, no doubt, the celebrated Bach Chaconne 
which Miss Pernel played unaccompanied, and 
in most magnificent style. Despite its difficult 
contrapuntal figurations, she brought out the 
designs as the subject unfolds itself with the 
utmost ease, yet having perfect control of bow- 
ing, and nuance. 

The programme concluded with a final 
group comprising the tonally exciting "Foun- 
tain of Arethusa" by Szymanowski, and two 
diversified pictures of Spain, "Catalana", and 
"Andaluza" by Nin, which brought the evening 
to a close. Mention should be made of the ac- 
companist, Brooks Smith, whose playing was 
most discréet and artistic, and helped to accom- 
plish an excellent ensemble throughout.

SAY THAT WAR 
IS JNEVITABLE

war is inevitable" was upheld by 
Horace Picard and Louis Dusek 
of fourth year, and was opposed 
by two members of the third 
year. Sydney Barza and Louis 
Shapiro. Professor MacLennan, 
of the Department of Philo- 
sophy, acted as judge. 

The affirmative based their argu- 
ment on the statement that human 
nature has not, and therefore will 
not, change. "Man," said Barza, "is 
only human nature," Thus human 
nature being what it is man must 
always war. 

The opposing debaters, Picard and 
Dudek, stressed the significance of 
the word "inevitable." They point- 
ed out that inevitability precludes 
all possibility of occurrence, and 
that when subject to the rigor of 
this meaning, the resolution be- 
comes fallacious. 

Barza Opens Debate. 

The debate was opened by 
Sydney Barza who was supporting 
the affirmative. He argued that 
the decisions and actions of men 
are determined by emotion rather 
than reason. "Although reason 
guides us to our conclusions,'' he 
said. "It is emotion that points 
them out." This is the reason 
that men will sacrifice their lives 
for fraudulent ideals. He contended 
that as long as men will sacrifice 
their lives there will be war. An 
important building block of the 
affirmative was that human nature 
has been and always will be the. 
same. 

Horace Picard followed for the 
negative. His first words were 
short and direct. "The affirma- 
tive," he siad, "are fatalists. Man 
has free will." He then pointed 
out the rigorous implications of the 
word "inevitable," saying that to 
regard war as inevitable would be 
to deprive man of free judgment 
in his actions. He pointed out that 
although alliances are changing and 
fickle, they are made and they do 
have power. In short, man can co- 
operate. His concluding "point was 
(hat no one can prophesy the 
actions of men. 

The next to speak was Louis 
Shapiro, the second speaker for the 
affirmative. He continued to de- 
velop the basic point of his col- 
league by emphasiing the fact that 
war depends upon men and that 
man is selfish and inconsistent. Foi 
this reason we shall never achieve 
economic peace and therefore we 
shall always war. Passion and emo- 
tion must ever dominate reason. He 
concluded by answering Picard's 
challenge. "We are not fatalists," he 
boomed, "we are realists." 1 
Reason Will End War. 

The last speaker for the negative 
was Louis Dudek, fourth year Arts 
student Dudek struck on a note 
that had not yet been sounded. He 
contended that while emotion af- 
fects and plays upon the decision, 
there must first be cause, and that 
therefore war depends in essence 
on fact. Since this is so, by develop- 
ment of reason we can eventually 
learn to live in peace with our 
fellow-men. 

He pointed to the nine provinces 
of Canada, and the firty-eight stales 
of the U.S.A. as examples of what 
are in reality sepaarte peoples liv- 
ing in exemplary harmony. "There 
are in reality separate peoples liv- 
pared to die for any nation. It may 
be that in these citizens of the world 
lie the answer to continuous peace." 

In the rebuttal for the affirmative, 
Barza stated that while peace can 
live for some people they will be 
drawn into conflict by others. He 
concluded the debate by repeating 
that" since emotions are independent 
of reason, the ideals of men will dif- 
fer and we shall have war.

brother,' the action of the play is a 
little too complicated to unravel 
here. It is enough to say that 
"French Without Tears" succeeds 
in provoking laughter, with very 
few lapses, for the greater part of 
its duration. 

Difficult Play. 
The production, the first to be 
directed by John Mellor for the 
Club, marks an advance over pre- 
vious productions of light comedy 
by the players. "French Without 
Tears" is both a very difficult play 
for collegians to do, and one par- 
ticularly suited for young actors. 
Because of its attenuated quality 
it demands a degree of external 
technique that is rare in college cir- 
cles, yet at the same time it pre- 
sents no insuperable problems of 
characterization. Last njghlt, the 
spirit and robust quality which the 
players brought to their roles gloss- 
ed over their technical deficien- 
cies, although the pace lagged no- 
ticeably in the first and third acts, 
and could be speeded up to great 
advantage. 

The roles are so evenly balanced 
that credit must go to the ensemble 
rather than any individual actor. 
Dacid Ashdown was good as the 
sarcastic writer; Ambrose Saunders 
was typical as the stodgy Com- 
mander, though his drunk scene 
was somewhat unconvincing and 
inaudible. Barbara Macaulay's 
temptress was effective but too sub- 
dued for the requirements of the 
part. Carlo Bos as the hearty 
Brian, and James Stevenson as the 
plodding Kit, both delighted the 
audience, but their approach was a 
little crude at times. Special men- 
tion must be made of a neat bit of 
acting by Gerald McKee as Mon- 
sieur Maingot. Minor parts were 
playçd fairly competently by 
Elleene Munroe, Richard Murray, 
Irene Lawes. 

Direction Good. 

John Mellor's direction was the 
best that the club has had in many 
years and got the most out of the 
slight material at hand. Quentin 
Brown's design was good, although 
somewhat marred in its construc- 
tion. 

To rouse laughter is undoubted- 
ly an important function of the 
theatre, arid while I, for one, would 
prefer that that laughter be direct- 
ed towards things of greater mo- 
ment than bad French accents and 
designing sirens, it is gratifying to 
find that there has been laughter, 
in a type of play not generally 
tending to produce it.
